The congested condition of Peachtree 
street from the business center of the 
city nearly out to the city limits is 
forcing itself upon the attention of 
both the officials and citizens of At- 
lanta. It is apparent to all who are 
cognizant of the situation that some- 
thing must be done, and done very 
soon, to afford relief to traffic. 

It is the opinion of city officials who 
have given the matter consideration 
that it is not only to the interest of 
traffic and travel that the congestion 
of Peachtree street should be relieved, 
but in the interest of life itself, as 
overcrowded thoroughfares are always 


dangerous. 
Spring Street the Street. 

In seeking for a street close to and 
parallel with Peachtree, citizens and 
officials who are again agitating the 
importance of relieving the congestion 
én Peachtree sfreet have decided that 
Spring street If the thoroughfare to 
be improved and utilized. 

Spring street runs from Marietta, 
in the very center of the business dis- 
trict, north and parallel with Peach- 
tree street, and by an extension can be 
made to paralle] Peachtree to the city 
limits. It is a wide street, and for the 
moat part not occupied by car tracks. 

By regrading Spring street so as to 
“eypepove the steep grades,’ and by re- 
paving it with a smoqgth pavement, it 
can be made one of the best in that 
section of the city. 

Last year this matter was taken up 
“by citizens and property holders, who 
went before the street committee 2 
council with a petition. They asked that 
Spring street be regraded, repaved and 
extended. The street committee 
pointed a committee to co-operate with 
a committee of citizens. As is well 
known, the city’s finances were in such 
shape last year that the money needed 
for the improvement was not avail- 
able. The city engineer drew some 
plans, but the cost was too great for 
the work to be prosecuted at that 
time. 

Next year the city’s finances will be 
in much better shape, owing to a 
large inerease in the revenue and the 
bond issue which will relieve the city 
of much expenditure on schools and

Attracted by screams of agony, 
workmen on the place of J. L Grant, 
near Ellenwood, Ga., saw little 
Charles W. Grant, aged 4 years, run 
out on the front porch of the resi- 
dence, his clothes in a blaze.

an associate justice, has delighted the 


Georgia delegation as a whole more 
than anything that has happened 1n 
politics since the election of Grover 
Clevelang as president. 

It was genérally believed that Juage 
Lamar would be tendered a judicial 
position, either as United States cir- 
cuit judge or as a justice of the sur 
preme court. His final designation as 
a member of the highest judicial trib- 
unal in the United States or the world 
has given to Georgians the most in- 
tense satisfaction. It is an honor that 
has been enjoyed by~ only one other 
southern man of the Empire State in 
the 135 years of the nation’s history. 

Away. back in 1835 James M. Wayrre, 
of Savannah, was chosen by President 
Andrew Jack$on aS an associate jus- 
tice, and served from 1835 to 1867. 

A plaster cast of that noted Geor- 
gian now looks down from a shelf in 
the office of the clerk of the court with 
serene countenance, unmoved by <he 
unique distinction it enjoys of being 
the only figure or painting in the room 
of any former justice of the supreme 
court. William B. Woods was named 
by President Hayes in 1880, but he was 
of the genus known as “carpet- 
bagger,”’ and his real home was Ohio, 

He served until 1887. There hav? 
been but fourteen associate justices 
from the whole south, if Maryland ana 
Kentucky be excluded, 

The honor conferred upon Judge La- 
mar in thus being nameq for a life 
tenure of office in a judicial position 
of such impressive dignity and im- 
portance, is one that can never be over- 
looked in any cgmplete history of 
Georgia of Georgians.

President’s Promotion of Jus- 
tice White to Chief Justice- 
ship Quickly Receives Senate 
Confirmation---No Opposition 
to New Associate Justices La- 
mar and Van De Vanter. 


Washington, December 12.—The sen- 
ate today confirmed the nomination of 
Edward Douglass White, of Louisiana, 
to be chief justice of the United 
Statés supreme court, the high- 
est judicial position in the 
government President Taft's pro- 
motion of Associate Justice White was 
received by the senate shortly after 
it convened. It interrupted business 
to go into executive session to make 
the necessary confirmation, as the 
rule requiring reference of nominations 
to committees does not apply in cases 
where the appointees have served as 
members of the senate, Chief Jus- 
tice White’s commission will be issued 
before anether session. 

Lamar and Van DeVanter Appointed. 

Accompanying Justice White’s name 
in the list of nominations was those 
of Judge Willis Van DeVanter, of Wyo- 
ming, now a judge for the eighth ju- 
dicial circuit, and Jéseph Lamar, ot 
Georgia, formerly of the supren‘e 
court of his state, to be associate ju 
tlees of the supreme court of 
United States. No action was take’ 
in their cases, although there is n 
apparent npatestren to either jurist, 


the jaigs nated for the new court - 
of commerce. 

All were referred to the senate ju- 
diciary committee. 

Court ,of Commerce Nominations. 

The mominations for the commerce 
court were: 

Martin A. Knapp, now chairman of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
for a term of five years. 

Robert W. Archbald, now United 
States district judge for the middle 
district of Pennsylvania, term of four 
years. 

William H. Hupt, now a judge of 
the court of customs appeals, formerly 
United States district judge of the 
dist#ict of Montana, term of § three 
years. 

John Emmett Carland, of South Da- 
kota, for a terms of two years. This 
is a change from the original slate, 
Arthur C. Denison, United States dis- 
trict judge for the western district of 
Michigan, been selected 
for this place. 

Julian W. Mack, now judge in the 
appellate circuit court of the first Il- 
linois district, term of one year.

The: appointments to the interstate 
commerce commission are to fill the 
vacancies caused by the elevation of 
Mr. Knapp to the commerce court and 
the forthcoming retirement of former 
Senator Francis M. Cockrell, of Mis- 
souri. The commission will select its 
new chairman. The members of the 
commission which remain are Mesars. 
Clark, Harlan, Clements, Lane and 
Prouty. 

In the official nominations sent to 
the senate today the members of the 
new commerce court are designated as 
additional circuit judges. In carrying 
this out, Mr. Knapp is named as a 
judge for the second judicial circuit; 
Mr. Archbald for the third judicial cir- 
euit; Mr. Hunt for the ninth judicial 
circuit; Mr. Carland for the eighth ju- 
dicial circuit, and Mr. Mack for the 
seventh judicial circult. 

Justice Carlang a Democrat. 

Justice Carland, of South Dakota, 
named as one of the new judges of 
the court of commerce, is a democrat, 
having been appointed to the bench 
by’ President Cleveland. His appoint- 
ment makes the complexion of the 
cémmerce court three republicans and 
two democrats. 

‘The senate committee on interstate 
commerce will meet tomorrow to con- 
sider the nomination of C. C. Me- 
Chord, of Kentucky, and B. H. Meyer, 
of Wisconsin, for membership on the 
interstate commerce commission. It 
is said there will be no serious oppo- 
sition to the confirmation of either, 
but as the senate has no first-hand 
knowledge that -Chairman Knapp, 
named as the presiding judge of the 
court of commerce, intends to retire 
from the commission, the nominations 
will go over until another meeting.

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Judge Van De Vanter. 


Judge Willis Van Devanter was born 
in Indiana, and is now 61 years of age. 
He was.a graduate of Asbury (now 
.De Pauw) university, and was a grad- 
uate of the Cincinnati law school in 
1881. After three years of practice 
in Indiana - he moved to Cheyenne, 
Wyo., where he was commissioned to 
revise the Wyoming statutes in 1886, 


Wyoming from 1889, by appointment 
while it was a territory and by elec- 
tion after it became a state. He re- 
signed from the supreme court to re- 
sume the practice of law. In, 1897 he 
was appointed assistant attorney gen- 
eral of the United States and assigned 
to the department of the interior. In 
February, 1903, he was appointed 
United States circuit judgej of the 
eighth judicial circuit. -He Sas a pro- 
fessor of equity pleading and prac- 
tice and equity jurisprudence in Co- 
lumbia university.

Statement by Justice White. 


“The president and senate have, in- 
deed, honored me, the one by nominat- 
ing me, the other by confirming me, 
without reference, as chief justice, to 
preside over the sessions of the court, 
and to be its spokesman in matters of 
administration.

effort to do my duty towards the 
gountry. é

“Fears as to possible consequences to

Lamar Will Hear Netable Cases. 

Judge Lamar will participate in the 
hearing of some of the most notable 
cases which have come before the su- 
preme court in twenty years, or since 
the Sherman anti-trust law Was en- 


write the opinien of the court in the 
Standard Oil and Tobacco trust cases, 
which involves the fate of 1,087 other 
corporations.in the United States. 

The appointments announced today 
weré made after the most careful con- 
sideration of more than 200 leading 
lawyers from all sections of the coun- 
try. President Taft has resolved to 
make his judicial appointments a mon- 
ument of his administration. He gave 
to every one of the applicants whom he 
finally weeded out. of the great mass, 
the most careful and painstaking at- 
tention, and devoted his whole thought 
and time to the work of making a se- 
lection. He discussed their ability, 
their fitness, age, personality and an- 
tecedents. 

In the cage of Judge Lamar, he talked 
earnestly with five Georgians, who 
could discuss, most intelligently, the 
qualifications of the man he had in 
mind to honor, and selecte@d Alex C.

Adams, of Savannah, and Colonei A. R.

. Lamar’s Record Studied, 

More than that, the department of jus- 
tice looked up every important decision 
rendered by Judge Lamar while on the 
Supreme court bench of Géorgia, and 
read them attentively. 

The president and Attorney General 
Wickersham are said to have agreed 
that Judge Lamar showed not alone 
profound legal knowledge, but had a 
quality that not every jurist possesses, 
and that is a literary style. 

Senator Bacon is simply delighted at 
the happy outcome of the crusade to 
make Judge Lamar a supreme court 
justice.

Sketch of Lamar Family. 


The following sketch of Justice 
Lamar, and the Lamar family, is by 
Justice Andrew J. Cobb, of Athens, and 
is taken from “Men of Mark in Geor- 
gial:”’ é 

Thomas Lamar. a Huguenot, settled 
in Maryland in 1670. Four of his grand- 
sons, children of his oldest son, re- 
moved to Edgefield county, South 
Carolina, in 1755. Their descendants 
are to be found all over the south. 

The Lamars have not confined them- 
selves to any single phase of achieve- 
ment, but have been found in almost 
every line of useful pursuit. In the 
commercia] world, in agriculture, in the 
professions, in literature, and in official 
positions, members of this family have 
achieved success and established repu- 
tations. 

The elder, L. Q. C. Lamar, was a 
successful lawyer, and a judge of the 
superior court; Mirabeau B. Lamar, a 
poet and president of the republic of 
Texas; the junior L. Q@. C. Lamar, a 
lawyer, a teacher of law, legislator, 
United States senator, cabinet officer 
and justice of the supreme court of 
the United States; Henry G. Lamar, a 
lawyer and judge of the superior court; 
James F. Lamar, a minister of the 
gospel: Zachariah Lamar, a planter and 
merchant of ante-bellum days; Henry 
J. Lamar. a merchant of post-bellum 
days; Gazaway B. Lamar, planter and 
merchant, and John B. Lamar, an au- 
thor and planter. The list might be ex- 
tended indefinitely. % 

James S. Lamar married Mary Ruck- 
er, the daughter of Joseph Rucker, a 
successful banker and planter af El- 
bert county, Georgia. Their son, Joseph 
Rucker Lamar, the subject of this 
sketch, was born at.the home of his 
maternal grandfather, in Elbert coun- 
ty, October 14 1857. He spent his 
early life in Augusta, where his father 
was pastor of the Church of the De- 
sciples, of which his son is also a mem- 
ber. He attended school at Richmond 
academy, and afterwards Martin insti- 
tute at Jefferson, Ga., which was then 
under the presidency of John W. 
Glenn, one of the greatest educators 
of the day. Subsequently he attended 
Penn Lucy’s school, near Baltimore, 
which was presided over by the dis- 
tinguished Georgia scholar and author, 
Colonel Richard Malcomb Johnson. 

In 1874 he matriculated at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, but un account of 
sickness and the removal of his father 
to, Louisville, Ky., to take charge of 
the Fourth and Walnut Streets church, 
he was forced to leave the university 
before graduation. He subsequently 
graduated from Bethany college in 
West Virginia. After his graduation he 
was a student in the law department 
of Washington and Lee university, and 
was admitted to the bar in Augusta, 
Ga., in April, 1878. 

He formed a partnership with Hon 
Hi. Clay Foster, one of the leading 
members of the Augusta bar, and they 
practiced together until the death of 
Mr. Foster. 

From the time hé¢ was admitted to 
the bar he devoted himself to diligent 
research into the prineiples and prece- 
dents of the law, and a large practice 
has been the reward of his laborious 
investigations. He has argued in the 
supreme court of Georgia many cases 
involving intricate questions, and has 
been on the prevailing side in quite a 
number of cases of more than- ordi- 
nary interest, in which the decision 
was of far-reaching importance. Among 
the more recent of these may be men- 
tioned the Summerville Railroad Com- 
pany, 100 Georgia, 701, in which he suc- 
cessfully represented the state of Geor- 
gia, with the result of enabling it to 
derive a large revenue for the use of 
the streets by railroad companies, and 
the case of p»tate v. Central Railroad 
Company, 109 Georgia, 758, in which 
the competitive clause of the consti- 
tution was construed. 

He has also appeared as counsel in 
the supreme court of the United States, 
and the decision of that court in the 
recent case of the Georgia and Central 
Railroads v. Wright illustrates the con- 
vincing power of his reasoning. In this 
case he had to combat the well-known 
conservatism of that court, where an 
attack is made on the system of taxa- 
tion of a state as well as the unani- 
mous decision of the supreme court of 
the state. While there were other coun- 
sel of distinguished ability in the state, 
they all concur in crediting to him the 
preparation of the written argument 
on the points upon which the decision 
is based. 

Only once has Mr. Lamar been led 
away from the stricter linés of his 
profession. From 1886 to 1889 he serv- 
ed in the géneral assembly as the rep- 
resentative from Richmond county. 
This was due not so much to inclina- 
tion to enter the field of politics ag to 
his interest in law reform. He was the 
author of some of the most important 
laws passed af that period, and- aided 
in the preparation and passage of 
others. bd 

Interest in. Law Reform. 

Mr. Lamar has shown a peculiar in- 
terest in the early history and de- 
velopment of the law of Georgia, and 
the result has been contributions to 
the legal literature of the state Among 
these may be mentioned “A History of 
the Organization of the . Supreme 
Court,” “Life of Judge Nisbet,” “Geor- 
gia’s Contribution to Law Reform” and 
“A Century’s Progress in Law.” The 
last mentioned was his annual address 
as president of the Georgia Bar Asso- 
ciation, in 1900, which in the same year 
was read by request before the Ten- 
nessee Bar Association. The next year 
he delivered the annual address before 
the Alabama Bar Association. 

In Georgia’s contribution to law re- 
form he demonstrates that the early 
acts of 1799 and 1818 placed Georgia 
as the pioneer in the modern method of 


the common law. This article a ed 
in the leading: law journals, and at- 
tracted no little attention, because of 
ithe intereeting facts therein disclosed.

The act of 1893 impose@ upon the 
governor and the justices of the su- 
preme court the duty of selecting three 
commissioners to make a complete re- 
vision of the code, this board consist- 
ing of Governor Northen, Chief Jus- 
tice Bleckley and Associate Justices 
Simmons and Lumpkin, selected Mr. 
Lamar as one of the commissioners. 
This appointment was recognized as 
a merited compliment to one of the 
leading members of the bar. 

On January 13, 1903, Mr. Lamar was 
appointed by Governor Terrell as as- 
sociate justice of the supreme court. 
His tastes, his talents and his tem- 
perament peculiarly fitted him for 
work on the bench, but the mass of 
work then imposed up@n the supreme 
court was such as to make the labors 
of a justice of that court wearing 
and exhausting, and dustice Lamar, 
on the advice of his physicians, ten- 
dered his resignation on April 10, 1905. 

Immediately upon his retirement he 
returned to Augusta and formed a 
partnership with Judge E. H. Calla- 
way, and since that time his firm has 
been engaged in extensive practice. 
The opinions of Judge Lamar, more 
than 200 in number, are embraced in 
six volumes in the Georgia Report. 
The reader of these. opinions is im- 
pressed with the learning of the writer 
and the terse and striking form of ex-

CAPE BRETON GIRL 


SUON TO KNOW FATE 


Cambridge, Mass., December 12.—The 
evidence updn which a jury will con- 
vict or acquit Hattie LeBlanc, of the 
murder of Clarence F. Glover was 
completed shortly after the beginning 
of the afternoon session of the trial 
today and the remaining two hours 
was occupied by Melvin M. Johnson, 
the leading counsel for the little Cape 
Breton girl, in the opening of his 
plea for her life. He said that the 
little girl was brought from the prov- 
inces solely for’ the “white slave” 
traffic, and then turning to Mrs. Lil- 
lian M. Glover, who induced her to 
Mr. Johnson de- 
nounced the widow as a‘vampire. He 
will finish his argument tomorrow. 

District Attorney Higgins today 
made one last effort to introduce 
Glover’s alleged dying statement that 
Hattie LeBlanc shot him, but when he 
said that Mr. Johnson himself said 
that Hattie had admitted the shooting, 
there was a burst of passionate pro- 
test by the defense. Again Judge 
Bond ruled the evidence out of. the 
case. When Mrs. Glover was on the 
Stand the district attorney became in- 
volved in a heated argument with 
Judge Bond upon.the admissibility of 
some of her evidence, and the collo- 
quy became so bitter that the. dis- 
trict. attorney .was threatened with 
expulsion. 

Two more witnesses were intro- 
duced, whq said that they saw Mrs. 
Glover close to the laundry on the 
evening of the shooting, whereas the 
Widow denied that she was out of 
her house on that night. Then the 
principal defender of Hattie LeBlanc 
began his final effort to obtain her 
freedom. 

It was expected tonight that Mr. 
Johnson would close before noon to- 
morrow and that the remainder of

Owing to Extension of At- 
lanta’s Limits, Fulton 
Will Get Less. 


According to figures given out yes- 
terday by M. L. Brittain, state school 
commissioner, the city of Atlanta will 
receive $14,668.48 more for schools in 
1911 than was received in 1910 from 
the state school fund. The amount for 
1911 is $96,039.32. 

The figures show that Fulton coun- 
ty receives $3,017.55 less than in 1910 
for school purposes, but this decrease, 
according to Commissioner Brittain, 1s 
due to the fact that the recent exten- 
sion of the city limits included severa! 
schools in the city of Atlanta that were 
formerly outside the city Iimits. 

The total apportionment for schoo! 
maintenance in 1910 was $2,250,000, but 
for 1911 it is a quarter of a million 
more. Only 20 per cent of the 1910 
fund has been drawn from the treas- 
ury, but another payment of 10 per 
cent, or $225,000, will be made within 
the next few days.

COLUMBUS WINS 
- OVER WATERWORKS 


Washington, December. 12.—After 
defeat in the federal] circuit court, the 
city of Columbus, Ga., today won a 
victory in the supreme court of the 
United States in its fight against be- 
ing compelled to buy the plant of the 
Columbus Waterworks Company. The 
decree of the lower court was re- 
versed. 

In 1903 the Mercantile Trust and De- 
posit Company, of Baltimore, trustee 
for. eertain bondholders of the Co- 
lumbus Waterworks Company, brought 
enjoin the city of Columbus, 
Ga., from selling bonds to build its 
own waterworks. In reply, the city 
brought suit to have the contract be- 
tween it and the waterworks company 
annulled on the ground of failure on 
the part of the company to carry out 
its contract. 

The final 


suit. to 


decree of the federal cir- 
cuit court in Georgia was that the 
company had the exclusive privilege 
of furnishing water to the city and 
that the city should be required, if it 
sought to end the contract relations, 
to take the waterworks plant at a fair 
valuation, to be ascertained by ar- 
bitration. Until the valuation was 
fixed, the city was enjoined from sell- 
ing bonds to build a waterworks sys- 
tem. From this fecree an appeal was 
then taken to ‘the supreme court. 
The supreme court held that it was 
a vital part of the contract between 
the city and the waterworks company 
that the company should furnish an 
adequate and continuous supply of 
water for the city. Since the Georgia 
court had found the company had 
failed in so doing, hence it hadq@ erred 
in decreeing that the city should not 
build its own waterworks. Justice 


Lurton announced the decision.

CONGESTED TRAFFIC DEMANDS RELIEF. 

Relief of congested traffic conditions on Peachtree street has 
become imperative. s 

In fact, conditions had reached that stage many months ago, 
and if there is any superlative of imperative, that is where the mat- 
ter stands today. 

With no other smooth-paved outlet from the center of the city 
northward, traffic congestion on Peachtree street has become such 
that life is in frequent and positive danger. | 

In fact, several persons have, within the last two or three 
years, sacrificed their lives to Peachtree street's grewing and ac- 
cumulating congestion. 

Without relief this penalty will rapidly become more and more 
frequent. ; 

So ‘thick has the street become with street cars, automobiles, 
Carriages, wagons and trucks, light and heavy; bicycles, motorcycles 
and almost every known form of vehicle, that it is crowded and 
}jammed at intervals during the day to the point of inconvenience, 
discomfort and danger. 

These conditions exist solely because there is only one smooth- 
paved and satisfactory street from the business center of the city 
out to the northern limit. 

And as long as there is only one such street, that is the street 
every vehicle traveling in that direction is going to use. 

There is only one solution to this problem, only one way to 
stop the death-toll already begun, and that is to pave at once with 
asphalt, bitulithic or some other smooth material, a street parallel 
to Peachtree, and, like it, extending from the city’s center to its 
northern border. 

Spring street is the most available and feasible route upon 
which to put this plan into effect; but if any other more satisfactory 
route can be found, let it be adopted. 

The important point is to take hold of the matter and put it 
through at once. 

The retiring council can and should start the ball to rolling 
now; it can do the preliminary committee work, and have things 
in shape for the new council to carry it to completion early in 
the year. | 

There is nothing new about this suggestion except that it has 


become a demand. 

The Constitution first presented it years ago, and Atlarta’s 
| mayors have repeatedly urged it in their messages to council. 

Mayor Maddox in his first message to council, two years ago, 
showed then how imperative was some plan of relief for congested 
Peachtree street. a 

There is riot a citizen of Atlanta but is interested in this move- 
ment; for Peachtree street is the universal, popular driveway. 

If the city would preserve it as such, it must be relieved be- 
fore it becomes the impossible driveway. 

The time t® strike is now, when the new council and adminis- 
tration are about to go into office, and before the 1911 budget is 
made up. 

Atlanta will have taken a step backward if provision for the 
beginning of this work is not made in the new money sheet, 
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THE APPOINTMENT OF JUDGE LAMAR. 


A distinguishing honor has fallen to Georgia and the traditions 
and requirements of the highest tribunal of the land have been well 
served in the elevation of Judge Joseph Rucker Lamar, of Augusta, 
to the supreme court of the United States. 

At any period in the history of the country an appointment to 
the supreme court would carry with it an exalted tribute to ability 
and integrity.

Constitutional and legal issues touching the fundamentals of Amer- 
|1can institutions, and exerting an influence upon every phase of 


economic and commercial practice and political and business moral- 
ity are to be argued or reargued and finally interpreted by the court 
of ultimate resort within the forthcoming year. 

The wisdom, the courage and the patriotism of the men who 
comprise the personnel of this august tribunal must find a solution 
tc questions almost as momentous and far-reaching in their specific 
application as those issues that tested the mettle of the court in the 
eras immediately preceding and following the war between the 
states. | 

That a Georgian, and one of pre-eminent capacity and fairness 
and of distinguished ancestry, is to participate in these weighty 
arbitraments is as great a compliment to the state as it is a testi- 
mony to Judge Lamar’s individual fitness. 

From a standpoint of equipment, Joseph Rucker Lamar, as 
will be seen from the ample biography published elsewhere. pre- 
sents unexceptionable qualifications. His experience has ranged 
the breadth of the courts in Georgia, and he has been a successful 
pleader before the federal supreme court itself. His arguments in 
the case of the State versus the Central Railroad Company, involv- 
ing the interpretation of the competitive clause of the constitution, 
are notable in the history of the supreme court. 

His recent appearance in the supreme court of the United 
States in the case of the Georgia and Central -railroads versus 
Wright, and the victory mutually accorded him by associate coun- 
sel similarly distinguished, are still fresh in the minds of careful 
tollowers of the more intricate judicial practice. 

He served three years on the supreme court of Georgia, and his 
retirement, due to temporary ill-health, was a source of regret, both 
to his fellow justices aud to the legal profession in Georgia. 

As a member from Richmond county of the Georgia house of 
representatives from 1886 to 1889 his influence was indefatigably 
directed to simplification and reform of judicial procedure. 

As a profound student of the theory and literature of the law, 
and as the author of treatises on important legal subjects, he has 
gained a wide reputation for thoroughness, clearness and the pos:

GOVERNMENT GETS 
PAY FOR LUMBER 


Man Who Cut Timber Had 
Not Lived on Land Long 
Enough to Get Title. 


Because the Columbus Barrel Com- 
pany bought oak and hickory staves 
from Tom Waldon, who had cut the 
timber from land belonging to the 
national government, upon which he 
had located, the federal treasury has 
been enriched more than $400 by a 
settlement made by the. barrel com- 
pany and the district attorney’s office 
for the northern district of Georgia. 

It- is probably the only case of the 
kind on tne federal record of Georgia. 

The national government owns 
many acres of land in Alabama sub- 
ject to exemption by a bona fide set- 
tler. But the laws governing the ac- 
quisition of land by exemption makes 
it necessary for the settler to occupy 
the land for five years before being 
given a clear title to it. During that 
time all the timber and minerals re- 
main the property of the national gov- 
ernment and the settler can use what 
he finds on the place only in improv- 
ing it. Within the five years pre- 
scribed no timber.can be cut from the 
land for other purpose :..i.an improv- 
ing the place, the idea of the govern- 
ment being— 

“The plow shal] follow the ax. 

The settler, Tom Waldon, made and 
sold to the Columbus, Ga., Barrel Com- 
pany eighty-eight cords of oak and 
hickory staves, valued at $660, and 
when .the sale irom the land to which 
title had not been perfected was 
brought to the attention of federa| au- 
thorities in Alabama a true bill was 
returned against Waldon and in the 
federa] court at Montgomery he was 
fined $300. The district court in 
Georgia brought suit against the Co- 
lumbus Barrel Company for $660, the 
market value of the staves. During 
the session of court in Columbus As- 
sistant District Attorney Henley set- 
tled the exse with the company upon 
the payment of $400 and cost.
